The Bidding.

“The Government doca not 
conatder the situation a6 wit 
atands at present calls for any 
drastic Interference with the 
daily life of the Colony which 
must result from the formal de- 
claration of Canton a8 an in- 
fected port and the imposition 
of full quarantine.” 

This stntement was made at yos- 
terday'a mecting of the Leginla- 
tive Council, by the Director of 
Medicn! and Sanitary Services (the 
Hon. Dr.. A. R. Wellington) when 
anawering queations relative to tha 
spread of cholera at Canton, anked 
by Sir Henry Pollock. 

The questions were: : 

1. What measures do you re- 
commend should lo adopted by the 
Governmentefor the prevention of 
the spread of cholera from Canton 
to: Hongkong? 

2. In there 1 sufliciency in this 
Golony of (a) anti-cholera serum 
and (b) other anti-cholera — ro- 
medica and medicines? 

3. Tf not, what steps do you 
recommend should be taken by the 
Government for remedying such 
deficiencies, if any? 


Government Reply. 


The Director of Medical and 
Sanitary Services replied: 

The Government does not con- 
sider that. the situation as it 
atunds at present calls for the 
drastic interference with the daily 
life of the Colony which must re- 
sult from the formal declaration of 
Cantdn as un infected port, and 
the imposition of full quarantine. 
Instead, it will endeavour to secure 
no reasonable degree of protectlon 
nyainst the introduction of the 
{senae into the Colony by the 
following means: 

(a) The owners of steamers 
plying between Canton and 
Hongkong will be notified that 
they should warn their ahips 
uifcers and staff to keep a care- 
ful watell ngainat: the embarka- 
tion of sick persons and if a case 
of cholera or suspected cholera 
occurs during the voyage to take 
the ship to the quarantine —an- 
chorage and hoist the yellow 
flag instead of proceeding to the 
wharf and generally — to navist. 
the Health Authorities by all 
means in their power. 

The owners will also be asked 
to endenyour to place a doctor on 
ench ship during the continuance 
of the epidemic. 

(pb) ‘The Medical Department 
will have the Canton steamers 
met on arrival and — the Police 
will receive special instructions 
to regulate the debarkation uf 
passengers in such Qo way as to 
permit inspection by the officers 
of the medical department, 

(©) ‘The Medical Department 
will also take steps to ensure 
that the — passenger decks, 
kitchens and lavatories of | the 
ships are thoroughly cleansed 
after the passengers have Iand- 
ad, 

(d) In addition [have been 
instructed to proceed to Canton 
and get into touch with the Chi- 
new: Health authorities there 
with a view to investigating any 
other methods by which infected 
persons and merchandise may be 
excluded from vessels sailing for 
Hongkong. 


If these steps fail to prevent or 
at least keep within reasonable 
bounds the introduction of the 
disease into Hongkong the Govern- 
ment ivill have to take more drastic 
mengures. 

For preventing the disemina- 
tion of the discase within the 
Colony the following measures will 
be taken: 

(ce) The dormant by-laws for 
the Prevention and Mitigation of 
Epidemic, Endemic, Contagious or 
Infectious disease made by the 
Snnitary Board on the 14th Decem- 
ber, 1926, and approved by the 
Leyislative Couricil on the follow- 
ing 3lst. December, — will be 
brought into force by declaration 
of the Governor in Council. These 
by-lawsa aro as follows: 


Precautionary Steps: 


(1) Theo Governor in Coun- 
cil may. at any time, and froin 
time to time declare ar, occasion 
to exist in| any district or dia-, 
tricts, which, for the prevention

DINNER BY CHINESE 
COMMUNITY 


WARM EULOGY 


The Chinese community paid a 
fitting tribute to the popularity of 
the retiring Director of Public 
Works; the Hon, Mr. H. 'T. Croasy, 
Cc. B. E,, last night, when ho was 


the guest of honour at a farewell:

After the Loyal Toast and that 
of the Republic of Chinn ‘had been 
honoured, the Chairman gave The 
Principal Guest,” when he sald: 

Mr. Creasy, Your Excellency and 
gentlemen,—This is, I believe, only 
the second occasion in the history 
of Hongkong, on which a dinnor of 
a public, nature has been given by 
the Chinese community to a-retir- 
ing, Director of Public Works—a 
fact which testifies to the high 
esteem in which the Chincse hold 
the Hon. Mr. Creasy, 

Although Mr, Crousy has not 


‘peen in this Colony more than nine 


years, he has made a host of 
friends among the Chinese. He Is 
one of the moat capable Directors 
of Public Works we have ever had; 
and to his native ability is allied an 
unassuming and cheery disposition 
which also makes him a very Iike- 
able man. Ruling over the largest 
spending department in’ the Ad- 
ministration, with no fewer than 


160 Europeans under him, he yet! 


contrives to put in an amazing 
amount of labour without fuss or 
flurry. One is struck by that at 
mosphere of quiet efficiency which 
pervades his private office: his desk 
is never littered with papers and 
odds and ends, and this impresses 
one that, with him, a well organised 
system prevails, and urgent papers 
are not lickly to be lost sight of 
through bundles of other docu- 
ments which come in later piled 
on top of them, And his post js not 
merely administrative, for its 
holder has to be,-a3 Mr. Crensy is, 
a highly qualified engineer; and wo 
know that many a technical prob- 
lem has owed its solution to ‘his 
knowledge and experience. 


Distinguished Career. 


If I were to.give an adequate ac- 
count of Myr, Crensy’s Jong and 
honourable servico in Ceylon and 
Hongkong,. I .might be speaking 
until cock-crow; I must therefore 
confine myself to only a very brief 
mention of it. : 

Mr. Creasy began his official 
earcer in 1897—36 years ago—as 
district engineer jn ‘Ceylon; and 
when he came to us in 1928 as the 


Head of our Public Works Depart-, 


ment, he was Deputy Director of 
Public Works in that Colony’ and 
Acting Director, in addition to his 
other duties, 7 

His career in Hongkong is so well 
known that it needs no emphasis 
Good wine needs no bush, as a good 
D. P. W. needs no boost. It is 
enough to remark that Mr. Creasy's 
service. was so highly appreciated 
by the Government that in 1927 the 
decoration of C.B.E. was con- 
ferred on him by His Majesty the 
King. 

Well, I must not say too much 
about our gueat to-night, because 
he is a shy man, and I fear that 
my recital has already made him 
uncomfortble. But the penalty of 
efficiency and popularity in a 
career devoted to public service, In 
that one has occasionally to sit 
through the ordeal of hearing one’s 
praises sung! 

To vary my tune, however, I am 
golng to say something which per- 
haps will not be quite compliment- 
ary: Iam going to reveal a sceret 
of his life, which has recently been 
confided to me by someone who 
knows him well.

SINCERITY DOUBTED IN 


JAPAN . 
Tokyo, June 23.

tiona are that Japan will await : 


the reaction of other powers be- 
fore declaring her own, although 
it is intimated flratly that Japan's 
attitude is largely dependent on 
the Soviet’s, and secondly that 
dapan views armament reduction 
primarily from the angle of safety 
of interests in Manchuria, whereas 
the aspect of war, debts and: 
reparations, which are bound to 
Influence Enrope, hardly concern 
Japan, 

Thirdly, if the naval armaments 
of Britain, America and Japan are 
equal, Japan will be more ready 
to agree to a mutual reduction of 
a third, but it is feared that Japan 
would be unduly weakened if the 
present inferior strength were 
reduced to a third, 

So far as capital ahlps are con- 
cerned, it Ia hinted that. Japan 
might agree to the total abolition, 
thus making all equal, although 
she would be unable to agree to 
the reduction of a third, leaving 
Japan atill inferior in that reapect.

Geneva Reaction — , 
Washington, June 23. 

The reaction in Geneva to Pre- 
sident Hoover's proposals (which 
revealed entirely his own idea), 
has been better than Mr, Gibson 
expected, according to his tele- 
phone mesange ta Mr. Stimson 
Jast night. : : 

Tt is understood that in the 
event of their entire rejection, the 
United States would not object to 
the postponement of their execu- 
tion until Autumn, but will not 
consent to a aine die adjourn. 
ment feeling that progress on’ 
disarmament can be made if only 
Congress is generally favourable, 

Senator Robinson is of the 
opinion that the plan will be a 
practical test of the Disarmament 
Conference, but diplomatic cir- 
cles are inclined to construe the 
plan as a “showdown” which, if 
rejected, will retieve the United 
States of responsibility in the 
event of the breakdown of the 
Conference, 

It is nlao thought that the 
United States will then’ be in a 
position to maintain a cloned door 
to all debt cancellation pleas, be- 
cause the Powers declined to ap- 
ply economic remedies through 
disarmument.—-Reuter’s American

DISARMAMENT 


Much importance js deservedly 
attached to the disarmament pro- 
posals aubmitted to the Conference 
at Geneva on behalf of the United 
States. The Hoover plan, which 
contemplates the reduction of 
armies and naviea by one-third, 
towether with the abolition of 
tanks, chemical warfare, large 
niobile guns and bombing planes, 
marks a distinet step forward, but

This statement was made at yes- 
terday’a meeting of the Legisla- 
tive Council, by the Director of 
Medical and Sanitary Services (tho 
Hion. Dr. A. R. Wellington) when 
nnawering questions relative to tha 
apread of cholera at Canton, asked 
by Sir Henry Pollock. 

The questions were: 

1. What mennures do you re- 
commend should be adopted by the 
Government for the prevention of 
the apread of cholera from Canton 
to Hongkong? 

2. Is there a sufficiency in this 
Colony of (n) anti-cholera serum 
and (b) other anti-cholera  re- 
medies and medicines? 

3. Tf not, what steps do you 
recommend should bo taken by the 
Government for remedying such 
deficienctes, if any? 


Government Reply. 


The Director of Medical 
Sanitary Services replied: 
The Government does 
sider that the situation as it 
stands at present calls) for the 
drastic Interference with the daily 
lite of the Colony whieh must. re- 
sult from the formal declaration of 
Canton as an infected port, and 
the imposition of full quarantine. 
Instend, it will endeavour to secure 
a reasonable degree of ‘protection 
against the introduction of — the’ 
disease into the Colony by — the 

following means: 

(n) ‘The owners of steamers 
plying between Canton and 
Hongkong will be notified that 
they should warn their ships 
officers and stafl to keep a care- 
ful watch against the embarka- 
tion of sick persons and if a case 
of cholera or suspected cholera 
occurs during the voyage to take 
the ship to the quarantine —an- 
wchorage and hoist the yellow 
flag instead ofproceeding to the 
wharf and generally to assist. 
the Health Authorities by all 
means in their power. 

The owners will also be asked 
to endeavour to place a doctor on 
each ship during the continuance 
of the epidemic, 

(b) The Medical Department 
will have the Canton steamers 
met on arrival and the Police 
will recelye special instructions 

‘to regulate the debarkation of 

passengers in aueha way as to 

permit inspection by the officers 
of the medical department, 

(ec) 
will also take steps 
wthat the | passenger decks, 
kitchens and lavatories of — the 
ships are thoroughly cleansed 
ae the passengers have Jand- 
ead. 

(d) In addition I have been 
instructed to proceed to Canton 
‘and get inte touch with the Chi- 
nese Health authorities there 
with a view to investigating any 
other methods by which infected 
persons and merchandise may be 
excluded from vessels sailing for 
Hongkong. . 

If these steps fail to prevent or 
at least keep within reasonable 
bounds the introduction of the 
disease inte Hongkong the Govern- 
ment will have to take more drastic 
measures, 

, For preventing the — disemina- 
tion of the disease within the 
Colony the following measures will 
be taken: 

(e) The dormant by-laws for 
the Prevention and Mitigation of 
Epidemic, Endemie, Contagious or 
Infectious disease made by the 
Sanitary Board on the 14th Decem- 
ber, 1926, and approved . by the 
Legislutive Council dt the follow- 
ing 31st. December, will be 
brought into force by. declaration 
of the Governor in Council, These 
by-laws ate as follows: 


Precautionary Steps, 


(1) The Governor in Coun- 
ci] muy at any thme, and from 
time to timo declare sr occasion 
to exist in any district or dis- 
tricts, which, for the prevention 
as far as possible, or mitigation 
of any epidemic, endemic, con- 
tagious ‘or infectious discase, 
recessitates the coming into

DINNER BY CHINESE 
COMMUNITY. 


WARM EULOGY 


The Chinese community paid a 
fitting tribute to the popularity of 
the retiring Direetur of Public 
Works, the Hon, Mr. HL. T. Creasy, 
C. B. E., Just night, when he was 
the guest of honour at a farewell 
dinner held at the Kam Ling Rea- 
tnurant, 

Supporting Mr. Kotewall in the 
ehair were Hs. the General Officer 
Commanding (Major-General J. W. 
Sandilnnds), and others present in- 
cluded the Hon. Mr, C. G. Alabas- 
ter, Hon. Mr. W. E. L. Shenton, 
Hon. Mr. EB.

After the Loyal ‘Toast and that 
of the Republic of China had been 
honoured, the Chairman gave “The 
Principal Guest,” when be said: 

Mr. Creasy, Your Excellency and 
gentlemen,—This is, 1 belleve, only 
the second occasion in the history 
of Hongkong, on which a dinner of 
n public nature, has been given by 
the Chinese community to a retire 
ing Director of Public Works—a 
fnet. which testifies to the high 


Testeem in which the Chinese hold 


the Jlon. Mr. Creasy, 

Although Mr. Creasy has not 
been in this Colony more than nine 
years, he has made a host of 
triends among the Chinese. He is 
one of the most capable Directors 
of Public Works we have ever had; 
and to his native ability is allied an 
unassuming and cheery disposition 
which also makes him a very’ like- 
able man. Ruling over the largest 
spending department in the Ad- 
ministration, with no fewer than 
160 Europeans under him, he yet 
contrives to put fn an amazing 
umount of labour without fuss or 
flurry, One ia struck by that at- 
mosphere of quiet efficiency which 
pervades his private office: his desi 
ix never littered with papers and 
odds and ends, and this impresses 
one that, with him, a well organised 
ayatem prevails, and urgent papers 
are not Helly to be fost sight of 
throweh bundles of other docu- 
ments which come in later piled 
on top of them, And his post is not 
merely administrative, for ite 
holder has to be, a3 Mr, Creasy is, 
a highly qualified engineer; and we 
know that many a technical prob* 
lem has owed its solution to his 
knowledga and experience. 


‘Distinguished Career. 


If f were to give an adequite ac- 
count of Mr. Crensy’s long and 
honourablé service in Ceylon and 
Hongkong, -f might be speaking 
until cock-crow; I must therefore 
confine myself to only a very brief 
mention of it. 

Mr.) Greasy began his: official 
career in 1897—25 years ago—as 
distriet engineer in Ceylon; and 
when he came to us in 1923 as the 
Head of our Public Works Depart- 
meat, he was ‘Deputy Director of 
Public Works in that Colony and 
Acting Director, in addition to his 
other duties. ; 

His career in Hongkong is so well 
known that it needs no emphasis 
Good wine needs no bush, as a good 
D. P. W. needs no boost. It is 
enough to remark that Mr. Crensy’s 
service was so highly appreciated 
hy the Government that in 1927 the 
decoration of C.B.E. was con- 
ferred on him by His Majesty the 
King. 

Well, 1 must not say too much 
about our guest to-night, because 
he js a shy man, and I fear that 
my recital has already, made him 
uncomfortble. But the penalty of 
efficiency and popularity in a 
career devoted to public service, is 
that one has occasionally | to sit 
through the ordenl of hearing one’s 
praises sung! 

To vary my tune, however, I am 
going to say something which per- 
haps will not be quite compliment- 
ary: Iam going to reveal a seeret 
of his Ufe, which has recently been 
confided to me by someone who 
knows him well. It Is the awful 
secret that once he obtained some- 
thing for nothing! Please do not 
be alarmed. It was merely when, 
as an infant in arms, his parents 
took him to Australia, and he had 
a free passage both ways.

of the, Shing Mun Scheme ia in 
vperation, but we bave heard to- 
day that the Secretary of State has 
npproved of the commencement of 
that scheme, and there ix to be no 
delay in proceeding with'the work, 
I sincerely trust, therefore, that 
before long, water restrictions in 
Hongkong will become unnecessary. 
This wish has often been expressed, 
pul however hopeful others may 
have been, we are now in a better 
position for the fulfilment. of that 
wish than ever before. 

I may, perhaps, be excused for 
introducing a very few figures 
culled from the annual report abvut 
to be published, which may’ be of 
intercst as showing the expansion 
of the Colony during the past ten 
years. ¢ 
What P.W.D. Has» Done. 

The average P.W.D. expenditure 
during the last decade has increased 
by $6,000,000 over the average of 
the previous decnde, and in regard 
to private buildings over 10,000 
houses have. been completed during 
that period, Though the present 
water supply is: inadequate, it 
should not be forgotten that during 
the last 10 years the storage 
capacity of the reservolrs has been 
increased’ by over 1,000. -million 
gallons, and that the Shing Mun 
Schenie first section intake and pipe 
line give an additional supply of 
1,000 million gallons. In spite of 
these additions to the Waterworks, 
the supply has not kept pace with 
the rapid development of the 
Colony.

Tokyo, June 23, 

Commenting on press. reports 
on Mr. Hoover's proposals, the 
naval authorities intimate Japnn’s 
probable readiness to support the 
abolition of chomical warfare and 
nerian) bombardment of cities, and 
the reduction of aircraft car- 
riors, although the advisability of 
aiboliahiIng bombers is: doubted, 
while drastic cuts in capital ships 
and cruisers Is absolutely oppos- 


ed. 

The military authorities appear 
sceptical as to the workability of 
the proposals, which they  con- 
sider almost as impractlenble as 
the Soviet's proposal for the total 
abolition of armaments. They 
are inclined to doubt Mr. Hoover's 
sincerity, aa they consider that 
they are primarily intended to 
court fuvour in the elections, 

“Too Drastic.” 
drastic to be acceptable 
but highly laudable and 
meriting the fullest conaidern- 
tion,’ appears to sum up the 
initial reaction in official circles, 
although it ig emphasised that 
there has not yet been time to 
study the plan in detail. Indica- 
tions are that Japan will await 
the reaction of other powera be- 
fore declaring her own, although 
it is intimated firstly that Japan's 
attitude Is largely dependent on 
the Soviets, and secondly” that 
Japan views armament: reduction 
primarily from the angle of safety 
of interests in Manchuria, whereas 
the aspect of war debta and 
reparations, which are bound to 
influence Burope, hardly concern 
Japan.

Geneva Reaction 
Washington, June 23. 

The reaction in Geneva to Pre- 
sident Tfoover'y proposals (which 
revealed entirely his own idea), 
has been better than Mr, Gibson 
expected, according to his tele- 
phone message to Mr. Stimson 
Tast night. 

It is understood that in the 
event of thelr entire rejection, the 
United States would not abject to 
the postponement of their execu- 
tion until Autumn, but will not 
consent to a gine die adjourn- 
ment feeling that progress on 
disarmament can be mide if only 
Congress is generally favourable. 

Senator Robinson is of the 
opinion that the plan will bua 
practical test of the Disarmament 
Conference, but diplomatic — cir- 
cles are inclined to construe the 
plan as a “showdown” which, if 
rejected, will relieve the United 
States of responsibility in the 
event of the breakdown of the 
Conference. 

Tt is also ‘thought that the 
United States will then be in a 
position to maintain a closed door 
to all debt cancellation pleas, be- 
cause the Powers declined to ap- 
ply economic remedies through 
disarmament.—-Reulerrsa American 
Service, .

EXCITING SCENES ON 
RIVER «°

A Wuchow, June 22. 

What proved to bo one of the 
worst windstorms ever experienced 
‘by the city struck Wuchow yester- 
day afternoon, just before 3 o'clock, 
With little or no warning, the skies 
suddenly darkened nnd down from 
the west descended a wind of high 
velocity. Big junks and motor boata 
[were helplesly swept before the 
enging wind like Hatless corks, and 
gampans were turicd over ‘by the 
scores.

gent zig-zagging down the West 
River at a terrific pace. One load-
